Some of these, vessels belonged to the great house of Enderby. 
And 101 years ago a vessel sent out by the Enderbys saw the first 
Jand over sighted within the Antarctic Circle. 


And in 1848 Charles Enderby 


founded a colony on the Auckland 


Islands, south of New Zealand, though this cnme to a sad end. 


John Biscoe, RN. was the com- 
mander af the Enderbys’ first 
Antarctic expedition. He sailed 
from Gravesend on. July 14, 1830, 
in the 148-ton brig Tula, accom- 
panied by the 49-ton cutter Lively, 
commanded by George Avery. 

They looked for seals on the 
South Sandwich Islands, below Cape 
Horn, and in January, 1831, salted 
eastward to seck new lands in high 
southern latitudes. 

Battling against contrary winds 
and ice strenms, Biscoe pushed as 
far south as 69 degrees. On 
February 28, 1831, Biscoe sighted in 
49 degrees of cast longitude a 
promontory:which he named Cape 
Ann, 

There seemed to be a clear run 
to the Cape, and he held up to ‘it, 
but n sudden gale fell on the ves- 
sels and ‘drove them away. For 
over a fortnight Biscoe battled with 
the wind and tried to dodge the 
drifting ice, and on March 16 he 
saw Cape Ann again. 

The sea was beginning to freeze, 
and half the men were helpless from 
the effects of exposure and hard- 
ships.  Blscoe .named the — place 
Enderby Land and stood away for 
Hobart Town, ;

The discovery of three printed 
copies of Papal Indulgences, hid- 
den in the bindings of odd books 
in Oxford college Mbrarics, shows 
that this is a field in which biblio- 
graphical finds may still be made. 

Mr, Strickland Gibson, sub-libra- 
rian at the Bodleian, has. recontly 
reminded bibHophiles of how many 
important finds have already been 
made in bindings. It ja only in 
the covers of books, he says, that 
collectors can hope to find some of 
the rarest treasures. 

Theso three Indulgencea, the first 
of which wag granted by-tho Borgia 
Popo, Alexander VI., In 1499, and 
the last by Leo X. In 1619, are 
valuable examples of very early 
English printing. Thoy are all 
belleved to-be from the presa of 
Richard Pynson, Caxton’s succes- 
sor, who printed “at the aign of the 
George in Fleet-street,”’ and was 
King’s Printer under Henry.

John: Balleny, 
R.N., sailed from the London River 
on June 16, in command of the 
154-ton schooner Eliza Scott, with 
the 54-ton cutter Sabrina, Captain 
Freeman, os tender. 

Sailing. to Campbell Island, 
Balleny put into Preservation Har- 
bour on January 10, 1899. There 
three’ men and a woman who had 
been left on the island four years 
before by’ the schooner New 
Zealand, came on board. 

These poor, lonely wretches had 
collected 170 skins. Balleny took 
these, agreelng to pay 10s, each for 
them in London, 

Balleny safled from the Antarctic 
on January 17% We was ‘stopped by 
ice when he had reached 69 S, but 
he went on to circumnavigate the 
Antarctic Continent, 

Never Seen Again. . 

On February 9 Balleny sighted 
the Balleny Islands. One of them 
was an active volcano, while on an- 
other rose a mountain peak 12,000 


feet high, Freeman landed on one 
of the islands and brought off some 
specimens of | volennic work. He 
was the firat yeological collector in 
the Antarctic, 

The Sabrina kept company with 
the Eliza Scott till March 24. She 
disappeared that night, and neither 
she nor any soul on board was ever 
scen agaln, ° ri 

Balleny anchored off, Gravesend 
again in the Eliza Scott on 
September 17, 1889, 

What became of the two whalers 
from Preservation Inlet and tho 
three men and a woman from 
Campbell Island—whether they went 
to thelr deaths In the Sabrina or 
reached Englind—is not recorded.

| to another country, you had slowly and laboriously to go, or send 
someone in ypur name, to speak face to face with its individual 
citizens, to-day you have at your disposal the popular printing 
Press, the cable, the aeroplane. the telephone, the wireless and the 
The second point is that it is incomparably more import- 
ant to-day, than it would have been 100 or 50 or.even 25 years ago, 
that these modern methods of communication should ‘be mastered;

Prevention Is Game. 

The plan, briefly, is to make 
ticcident prevention a game with 
the daily publicntion of the score 
and the dpily publication, also, 
of the circumstances and names 
associated with accidents. It 
would be something like the old 
Liberty Loan and other war pro. 
paganda ‘campaigns in which 
every citizen wax made to feel he 
had ‘an individual interest in a 
fob on which the entire com- 
munity was working. 

Under this simple plan sédme 
existing or volunteer orgnnisa- 
tion would compile statistics on 
automobile accidents for certain 
days or certain periods,. educn- 
tional = propaganda of — various 
kinds would be published coming 
from various important people 
urging everyone yo Kee if this 
eeore for some preceding period 
could not be improved. Results 
accomplished would be published 
ag a part’ of the score, in this 
gafety game. 

Hours Stressed. 

One of the most important 
parts of such a campaign would 
be selecting certain hours of the 
day or certain locations or certain 


qroups of people as x mark to be} 


shot nt. For example, if statis- 
tics show that the greatest num: 
ber of accidents involve children 
between the ages of & and 12 be- 
tween the hours of 4 and 7 p.m,, 
the campaign could be directed 
toward the elimination of all ac- 
cidents to children between the 
ngos of 6 and 12 between the 
hours of 4 and 7 pm. In such 
® campaign, schools would be 
sad to co-operate and each would 
be anxious to keep its own re- 
cord clean. The campaign would 
involve pedestrians as - well as 
drivers because a fair percentage 

»f-accidents.are duc to pedestrian! 
carelessness, rather than to poor 
driving, : 

If, for example, children be- 
tween 6 and 12 and between 4 
and 7 p.m, were an objective, the 
results would go much further 
than that because, during the 
period when the . campaign as- 
sumed this particular form, 
drivers who attempted to exer- 
cise care between 4 and 7 p.m. 
would automatically be more 
careful during all the other hours 
of the day, and if the campaign 
were directed at pedestrians be- 
tween 5 and 12 years of age, 
pedestrians of all ages would na- 
turally be more careful. 

. City Can Play Tt. 

This plan could be put:-into 
effect by any city. © All local 
civic organisations would be gind 
to lend assistance, Newspapers 
would be glad to co-operate, all 
officials would be glad to assist. 
The cffort involval would be 
great but it would-be spread over 
so many people that the indivi- 
dual burden would be very small. 
Little printed materipl would be 
required. The newspaper space 
devoted to it would be a good in- 
vesatment on the part of the 
newspapers. Radio stations al- 
waya have unfilled minutes which 
can be given to a cause of this 
kind. : : .

a frequent enuse of motor vehicle 
nccldents, The statement con- 
tinues:— | 

“The Jaw requires ‘motorists, 
before. starting, turning, to first 
determine whether they ean do 
so with safety and then to give o 
plainly: visible signal. 

Law Requires Signal. 

The Jaw .requires that o 
proper-signal shall be given con- 
tinuously during the Inst fifty 
fect before stopping or turning. 
There 18 a good reason why 
signals should thus be given well 
in advance. ' When a signal’ is 
not given until immediately. be- 
fore. stopping or turning, other 
traffic may not be able to slow 
down or stop in time to avoid a 
collision. : 

"Sipnala are necessary not 
anly to let the car behind know 
what the driver intends to do, 
but they are often necessary for 
the «nformation ‘and protection 
of an approaching motorist who 
may intend to make a turn him- 
self or who may be entering from 
tn intersecting road, Signals 
tre also important for the pro- 
tection of the driver himself 
when ‘he plans to. slow down, 
stop, or alter his direction. 

Danger At Intersections. 
“Often a driver waiting at an 
intersection for a safe chance to 
enter the other road is deprived 
of an opportunity because a 
driver approaching from the 
right or left and intending ‘also 
to make a turn has failed to 
make the required signal. In 
euch cases the failure to. signal 
is a clear violation of highway 
courtesy. 

“Signals should be given clear- 
ly and unmistakably, 
hand and arm. evtended in such 
in way as to be plainly visible to 
other drivers.

Expressions We Use in Golf. 


XI—THE SNAP 


OF THE WRISTS, 


A Point of Spectal Interest to Women Players. 


The golfer, more than most other 
mortals, is beset by theorles. Ho 
bey too many phyalelans at his: bed- 
side. 

Thia fact is brought out by the 
attitude of the majority of players 
towards the wrists In the swing. 
They hear so much about : tho 
“atralght loft arm” and ‘tho pivot 
of the swing” and “slowly back” 
that they como to think that there 
fs no natural clement of hit about 
the golf swing, 

Over-education must here bo held 
to blame for a sad atate of affairs. 
Hitting The Object. 

When wo drive a golf ball wo hit 
it. Whether wo swing like Bobby 
Jones or like Mr. 
Handicup our, object fs to hit that 
golf’ ball, and to hit It good and 
hard. 

All the theorles of golf aro in- 
tonded not to take the hit out of 
the swing, but to put it In more 
effectively. . 

You may swing like the experts in 
the slow-motion films—and .I hope 
you always do.. You may go slow-: 
ly back, pause at tho top of the 
swing, and follow-through with case 
and grace, But at ono instant in 
the swing you will have to hit tho 
ball. .And Jf you snap your ‘wrists 
inlo this hit, and roll them after it, 
you will achlove a better shot. ° 

Experts have explained until they 
are honrso that the golf swing is 
not a hit, because they do not want 
the golfer to hit at the ‘ball and 
then stop his swing. 

Slow Beginning,
